of piling up money securely, and that is 
as far as the knowledge has been ex- 
tended. 
The work consists of piling up bags 


containing 1,000 silver dollars each as 
high as the vault will permit. When 
built by the experts this silver wall is 
as solid and substantial as if built of 
bricks and mortar, and it is well this is 
so. If one of these walls should he con- 
structed on wrong principles it would 
surely fall, and a fall usually means se- 
rious injury to some one. Many men- 
have been hurt in attempting to learn 
the art, and now Toughill and his 
friend, who is in the west, occupy the 
field alone.—Philadelphia Record.

TWO SIDES TO THE QUESTION. 


The land bill was defeated in the 


Atsembly by a small majority. It pro- 
posed to reduce the interest on tbe In- 
debtedness of purchasers from eix to 
four per cent per annum. Notwith- 
standing the fierce and intemperate de- 
nouncement of tbe measure by a por- 
tion of tbe press, there were certainly 
to sidea t.o the question. Four years 
ago tbe same question was agitated 
when the Legislature was in session, 
and if it had been adopted at tbat time, 
it is our opinion tbat the State would 
be deriving more revenue from that 
source than it is at the present time. 
Since then thousands upon thousands 
of acres of land have been abandoned 
because of the high rate of interest, 
upon which the State has lost (the an- 
nual payments as well as the interest 
on tbe abandoned acres. As most of 
tbe abandoned land is worthless, be- 
oSuae of lack of water for stock, but a 
small portion has been relocated, while 
tbe owners of the unabandoned por- 
tions are still enjoying tbe same privi- 
lege oKpasturage as before. 


We understand that many large land 


owners now intend to make further 
abandonments for tbe same reason. 
Toe only question for the legislators 
to consider was, whether under the 
higher or lower rate of interest the 
State would derive eventually the 
largest amount of uioney, whether from 
non or aotnal residents of Nevada. Tbe 
writer of this happened to be the in- 
troducer of the original bill and re- 
members well that even in those com- 
paratively flush times, the discussion 
was principally upon tbe adoption of 
the present rate or that proposed in 
the defeated bill, which is the same ae 
that paid on the State bonds. 


Certainly 
the 
conditions 
have 


changed since the enactment of the 
original law in '83 or '85, and perhaps 
since 1895, when, in our judgment, the 
reduction of the rate would have been 
a wise act upon the part of the Legis- 
lator*.
